But 
forces opposed to this genuine and truly American demo- 
cratic policy have imposed the fight on the citizens of this 


state. 


Since labor has no choice in the matter but to fight for 
the preservation of the labor movement in California and 
the basic rights of democracy, it calls upon all voters to 
defeat this challenge to freedom.

Unions By Council Secretary

Under date of May 1, 1941, Let- 
ter No. 1 was addressed to your 
organization calling upon you and 
your organization to set up a com- 
mittee whose duty would be to 
educate your members to the ne- 
cessity of purchasing only goods 
bearing the union label and to 
patronize only union’ establish- 
ments and services. 

The above program, if carried 
through, will pay tremendous divi- 
dends to the members of organized 
labor by stablizing wages and 
working conditions during the war 
period and, in so doing, will as- 
sure the workers that during the 
post-war period, when the change 
is made back to the manufacture 
of consumer goods, that those fac- 
tories and plants will be manned 
by union people. 

We should start now to plan for 
the future, which, at present, does 
not present too pleasing a picture, 
and I do not know of a more ef- 
fective way of combating the foes 
of labor than the spending of your 
uion-earned money for union label 
goods and services. In so doing 
you are rewarding our friends in 
the field of business who employ 
our brother and sister union mem- 
bers.

the teriffic struggle of labor in the 
years following World War No. 1, 
when many unions were put out 
of business and only a few unions 
were able to withstand the assault 
of the anti-union employers and 
that many of the unorganized 
groups of workers were forced to 
take four and five reductions in 
pay, while the members of the few 
unions which remained intact only 
took one or two reductions in 
wages. 

We should all profit by past ex- 
periences and I believe you will 
agree that as sure as the sun rises 
and sets each day, there will be 
another depression after this war 
is over. Therefore, it is for the 
purpose of being able to perpetu- 
ate our unions so they may pro- 
test their members when the ava- 
lanche of unemployment comes 
rolling along that I address these 
remarks to you and ask the follow- 
ing questions:

“This is to officially notify you 
that, in accordance with the terms 
of an agreement entered into be- 
tween the bay counties district 
council of carpenters and the asso- 
ciated general contractors of cen- 
tral California, the associated build- 
ers and the contractors’ association, 
the new wage scale for carpenters 
is $11.50 a day ($1.44 an hour) on 
and after May 15, 1942, and $12 a 
day ($1.50 an hour) on and after 
November 1, 1942.” 


The new scales are effective in 
San Francisco, Alameda, San Mateo 
and Marin counties.

TEAMSTERS' CHIEF WARNS OF CRISIS 


Sharp criticism of the refusal of®the camouflaged answer they gave 


the CIO to accept the recent pro- 
posal of the executive council of 
the American Federation of Labor 
for resumption of peace negotia- 
tions was voiced at Atlantic city by 
Daniel J. Tobin, president of the 
international brotherhood of team- 
sters. 


Mr. Tobin assailed the counter- 
proposal made by the CIO to the 
federation’s invitation to resume 
peace negotiations as impractical 
and lacking in sincerity. 


He warned that labor faced a 
grave crisis at the end of the war, 
which might well jeopardize all its 
gains, and stressed the need for 
labor unity if the crisis was to be 
surmounted successfully. 


The counter-proposal of the CIO 
as offered through Philip Murray 
president, and the executive board, 
asked for a meeting of the CIO 
board and the executive council of 
the AFL, numbering about thirt) 
five persons, to discuss labor’s co 
operation in winning the war.

The convention authorized the 
officers to dispatch the following 
cablegram to General Douglas 
MacArthur: 

“The officers and members of 
the American federation of wo- 
men’s auxiliaries of labor 
through their delegates in con- 
vention assembled, solemnly 
pledge their unqualified sup- 
port to you in our war for 
world freedom. We desire to 
express our supreme confidence 
in your ability to win a final 
victory.” 

Resolutions proclaiming all - out 
support for every war activity were 
passed. The delegates also expressed 
their appreciation for the coopera- 
tion of the labor press as follows: 

“Resolved, That the second con- 
vention of the American federation 
of women's auxiliaries of labor ex- 
press full appreciation for the loyal 
Support our organization has re- 
ceived from the weekly labor news- 
papers, official monthly labor jour- 
nals, and ‘Labor,’ the official week- 
ly of the twenty-one standard rail- 
way labor unions.” 

This was the second convention 
of the A. F. W. A. L. The first one 
was held at Cincinnati, Ohio, in 
1938, during the union label and in- 
dustrial exhibition. Permanent of- 
ficers were elected and a revised 
constitution was adopted. Mrs. 
Herman H. Lowe, president of the 
woman's auxiliary to the national 
federation of post office clerks, was 
chosen as president. Twelve vice- 
presidents were also elected.
